Jeff Prince, senior director of 
the restaurant as.sociation, says the 
effect of raisinK the S-l-25-an-hmir 
minimum would be to reduce the 
number of minimum-wage work 
hours by at least 20 percent. 

It’s just a .sample of the numbers 
that fly like burger orders in a fast- 
food line over the effects of raising 
the minimum wage, a Depression- 
era reform started as 2.5 cents an 
hour in 1938 and raised 17 times 
since. 

Altiuiugb McDonald’s pays 
workers more than the miniimini 
wage, labor activists like to point 
out that McDonald’s stock has 
risen 17S percent since 1991, the 
last time the minimum was raise*!. 
The broader stock market has 
nearly doubled in value. 

Others point to what they call 
the obscene rises in executive pay 
— a 23 percent average increase 
last year alone to S-1.37 million for 
bos.ses of major companies, accord- 
ing to an analysis by Pearl Meyer 
i Partners, a constilting firm. 
That’s enough to buy 2 million 
Happy Meals. “It’s an outrage that 
while corporate executives are get- 
ting multimillion-dollar bonuses. 
Congres-s has to be dragged kick- 
ing and screaming to assure work- 
ing people a 55.25-un-hoiir wage." 
said Ron Carey, president of the 
Teamsters union.

In 1956, when 
the hourly miniimim was $1, it 
took 65 hours to earn enough for :i 
men’s suit and spare trousers at a 
New York City deparmient store, 
compared with 'about 100 hours 
now. 

The hottest tlisagreemenis over 
the minimum wage are whether 
raising it would cost jobs, especial- 
ly entry-level jobs for unskilled 
wtirkers, the mtist viilnenible. 

Pniponcuis of an increase cite a 
199-1 study by l*rincettm Universi- 
ty economists David Card and 
Alan Knieger. which found no evi- 
tlence that a rise in New Jersey’s 
minimum wage reduced employ- 
ment there.

or taller green wheat this time of 
year instead have thin ami stunt- 
ed wheal. Many fields have been 
plowed under. 

Il is much the same in other top 
wheal states. 

The first U.S. Department of 
Agriculture estimate of how much 
wheat is l>eing tibandoned or de- 
stroyed won't be out until May 10. 
But on Monday, the USDA report- 
ed that 45 percent «>f the wheal in 
19. sinte.s is in poor l*> very; poor 
condition. Crops in Htinois, 
Kansas, Missouri and Oklahoma 
were in the worst sluipe. 

In Kansas, the crop is 58 per- 
cent poor to very poor. Kansas 
Farm Bureau analysts predict a 
harvest around 195 millitHi 
bushels, down from the 320 mil- 
lion bushels binned last year and 
less than half the 400 million or 
more buLshels Kansas usually pro- 
duces.

Warm 
spells in February and March 
coaxed out lender wheat shoots 
that were later stunted or killed 
by sub-zero weather. ' ■ 

In Dimmiti. Te.xas. about 70 
miles north of Lubbock, farmers 
liave experienced one of the dri- 
est years on record. And no min is 
in the Ihmhandle forecast. 

“As far as the annual louil, we 
are 2 1/3 inches lielow normal for 
the year,” s;iid Robert Slattery, a 
forecaster in Amarillo. “We’ve 
received less than 1 inch since 
Halloween."

TWIN FALLS - It’s been a long time 
coming.

Time and again Thursday, outdoor 


recreaiionists from the Twin Falls and 
Jerome areas cited a need for better ptib- 
lic access to the Auger Falls area and 
strict enforcement of iHxiiing safety laws. 
Several jet ski enthusiasts spoke out 
against any attempts to limit their access 
totheriver. 

Preservation of solitude at areas like 
Centennial Park also emerged as an issue. 

In many cases, access to the river was 
the primary issue - piirticularly for people 
on the north side of the river.

"She didn’t move alt that fast in lier 
later years, hut she was always jovial, 
faithful ami hard working."

Hood was found dead in her Heyhum 
home Wednesday moniing from apparetu 
knife wounds, according to Minidoka . 
County Prosecutor Cara Newman. Her 
throat was cut and she had other wounds 
on her body. Investigators are no closer to 
uncovering a motive anti still have no sus- 
pects, Newman said in an interview 
Thursday. 

Tlie liome did not appear to he ran- 
sacked and Hood was not sexually molest- 
cti, Newman siiiti. The body was found l>y 
gramldaugliter Sliannah Reeves at ahoat 
7:15 a.m, Wednesday. Reeves lived willi 
her gr.indmnlher in the home on the ctir- 
ner of A Street and 14lliSireei. 

Hood was u: Navajo Indian born in 
Manuelito, N.M.. in 1921. Site moved to 
the Mini-Cassia area in the late 195l)’s. 
She worked at Ore-Icia Ftioiis for more 
than 30 years and did not retire until site 
was past the age of 70. She also atteaded 
cliurch services four times per week. 
Yarlmnigh .Siiid. 

"She was a sweet old Indian woman and 
she raised 1 1 children aifU one gramlsoti," 
Yarhrougli said. “1. saw her just hours 
before site was murdered and nothing 
seemed out of the ordinary. She always 
iiad Ji giM)d sense of humor.’’ 

The Apostolic faith is founded on the 
belief of Jesus Christ’s apostles and a 
belief in the new birth beginning with tin;

Grand Canyon School: Great 
view, but students don’t care

“I just don’t think there’s too 
much opportunity here," .stiid 10th- 
grader Sandra Keil, who has been 
in the park since second grade. 
'•There’s just bigger and better 
things,"

lourisis who visit eadt year, is fre-e 
10 people who actually live in the 
park. 

lint there’s no mall here, no 
movie theater and no community 
center. It's a 10-mile drive to the 
nearest pool table. And many of tJie 
youngsters are simply bored by the 
breathtaking natural surrmmdings. 

"We have kids I swear have 
never looked over the rim." said 
Hecky Criimbo, a guidance coun- 
selor. "A lot of kids were staning to 
take drugs, and they were, like, the 
good kids. Tiierc’s just nothing for 
them to do." 


Tho Grand Canyon .School 
Disirici, a set of set buildings a half- 
mile from the canyon's edge, has 
35(1 students from kindergarten to 
I2th grade. Two-thirds of the stu- 
dents’ parents arc employed by the 
National Park Service or canyon 
concessions, such iis snack b;us atid 
hotels. 

A school hoard elected by resi- 
dents runs the sdtool di-strict, ivhich 
receives state aid a.s well as federal 
assistance, because it is on federal 
pro|K-ny and has a small tax bitsc. 

Some students say they wouldn't 
want to go to scIkkiI anyvvhere else. 

Silas Aiken, 18, has lived his 
entire life at the Grand Canyon, lie 
and his two sisters were home- 
schooled some S 1/2 miles into the 
canyon, where his father works at a 
pumping station, L-iter, he began 
attending schiKil, 

‘•'nte town is definitely Iwring for 
the city kids who move here," s;iid 
Aiken, who wants to Ix) a hiukethall 
or hiischatl coach. "But as f.ar as the 
canyon gws. it’s the l«st pan of my 
life. Quite a few kids get inio the 
canyon, hut a lot of them are just 
like, whaiever, 'lliey can’t see it or 
understand it." 

Johnny Martinez defends the 


school where he plays basketball 
attd serves as siudeni biidy presi- 
dent, ’liie 18 ye;»r-old said he would 
love to return to icacli ai his alma 
mater after attending college. 

"1 think the reason I’d come luick 
is the school,” Martinez said. 
"Everyone is on a firsi name basis 
and it’s easier to communicate 
here," 

Hispanic and Indian students 
make up more thatt a third of the 
student Ikh 1>'. But “we don’t have 
division here becau.se we’re too 
small." Martinez sjiid. , 

Strangely, the students and teach- 
ers wlm live at the Grand Canyon 
don't make use of it in the class- 
room, said Superintendent John 
Vest. "We get locked into some of 
(he traditional modes, like everyone 
d«‘S." he sitid; 

Around the Grand Canyon, it is 
common to see 12- and 13-year-olds 
earning S6 an hour bagging gro- 
ceries or potiring coffee for imiri.sis. 

Sports are a major outlet for the 
students. More ihuo haU.of the 
junior and higJt school students play 
sports, which means an average 
rmmd-irip drive of six hours for 
games. The scluKtl switched recent- 
ly to a four-day school week.

HANOI, Viuinam (AP) — Tran 
Van Tra. ilie punural who lull com* 
miinist troops to victory in the last 
itiitile of the Vietnam War, has 
died. He was 77. 

Tra died Saturday after a lonp 
illness in Ho Clii Minh City, the 
former South Viutiiainese capital 
Saipon iliat tiis troops captured in 
l‘)7ii. He Wits buried there 
Wednesday amid praise for his 
service to the revolutionary cau.se. 

The official media did not dis- 
close Ills illness. 

Tra was sent into South 
.Vietnam to command the prowinp 
coimiuinisi insnrpeiicy in 19G3, 
and he spent the ne.\i dozen years 
in hidden junple cummand posts 
and battlefields. 

He directed ilie piierrilla attacks 
mi Saipon dnrinp tbe 19G8 Tel 
offensive, setuiinp commandos 
into the U.S. Embassy and shakinp 
U.S. confidence that Wasliingtim 
and its Soiitli Vietnamese allies 
cvere iviniiinp the war. 

' ihit in memoirs published in 
1,982, Tra disclosed that tile Tet 
offensive did not go as well as 
pLinned and the comitimiist forces 
suffered serious losses of nieti and 
Weaponry.
